Lead pollution 


From the President of the Institu- 
ror of Environmental Health 
Officers 
Sir, In the understandable intéer- 
est in lead ir petrol and the need 
to reduce it or phase it out, it 
must not be overlooked that the 
lead problem is a multi-source 
problem. The total body burden 
of any individual is the sum of all 
the sources of lead including 
food, water, air, dust and indus- 
trial emissions. For example, the 
Departunent of the Environment 
initiated a national survey of lead 
in tap water. and in the sub- 
sequent report, Lead in Drinking 
Water, it was shown that in Great 
«Britain 9 per cent of household 
samples had lead concentrations 
exceeding the 
Organisation recommended maxi 
mium limit, a limit itself twice as 
high as a proposed EEC limit. 

. o the United States lead-based 
paint is regarded as the most 
important high-dose source of 
lead and the most common cause 
of serious lead poisoning . in 
children. Regular child screening 
programmes are carried out and 
in 3980 507,925 children were 


screened 26,519 required a 
diagvostic evaluation for lead 
toxicity. During the same year 


16,408 dwellings were inspected 
and 11,991 found ‘with a lead 
hazard. This work is facilitated 
by the use of cheap, small, 
portable equipment for the detec- 
tion of lead in paint — equipment 
designed in the United States but 
not ayailable in this country. 

lt is essential that every step 
should be taken to reduce ail 
sources of environmental lead 
and most urgently those sources 
most likely to ect the critical 
group in the poruiasion, namely 
the pre-school child. But carm- 
paigas need 'to bê reinforced by 
positive action. This means 
screenin campaigns of pre- 
school children, especially those 
living in the inner-city areas, 
foHowed up by medical and
